Hernandez brought up two 
issues that are upcoming and of 
great interest and importance to 
the student body. 

The possible adoption of a 
program for Instructionally 
Related Activities will directly 
effect such programs as The 
Hornet, Cultural Programs, 
forensics, and men’s athletics 
These programs would come 
under direct control of the 
administration with regard to 
the budgeting for all such 
campus activities. 

There would be a sliding rule 
for determining future budgets 
by reviewing programs to see if 
they are being used to their full 
potential. By this method, whole 
programs could be eliminated if 
they do not meet arbitrary 
standards. 

The other possible program 
that could be adopted is a 
system of University Governors. 
Hernandez said that could bring 
about the demise of the present 
system of student government. 

Decisions would be made on a 
basis of giving four votes to the 
staff. administration, faculty, 
and students. He feels that this is 
a “stacked deck” against the 
students unless they are given a 
veto power to override policies 
not in their interests.
